While it is of no importance, I know 
above all things yon like to be accurate and the 
question might come up before you in some way 
at some future time.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Horse Trainer and Farmer H. Eugene Leigh, 
just now of Louisville, Ky.. is not pleased at 
James E. Cushing’s declaration that if he 
(Leigh) can train racehorses, he (Cushing) can 
preach. Writing from his present quarters, 
Leigh says of the Cushing criticism: **I’m not 
surprised at Mr. Cashing’s question as to my 
ability as a trainer. It was on my recommen- i 
dation that he holds his present place as trainer 
for himself. During the fall sales of 1892 at ! 
Lexington, Ky., Cushing asked me, plaintively, 
where he could find a trainer. I knew that he 
was rather fastidious— I am verbally merciful 
— about such matters. I told him that I knew 
one man that would suit him exactly. Pressed 
for details, I gave him the name of James E. 
Cushing. 1 had reasons for it. My fellow-train- 
ers, *Monzeltoff' Boiler, 'Espionage’ Ezell and 
*Boney Boy’ Bradley, bad declared thorough- 
breds to be racing machines. Cushing had had 
several years’ experience training Senator 
Sabin’s threshing machines and had inspected 
boilers for the great state of Minnesota. Such j 
work I thought should have put him in line. It 
was good advice. Boundless won the $60,000 
American Derby the next year. I am glad to 
see that Cushing has held his situation as long 
as he has. Any other boss would not have 
'stood him.’ iThat Derby purse has lasted Cash- 
ing a long time. I think that he is bad, but 
that John Madden is worse than he as a trainer. 
I don’t question Madden’s ability to sell, mind 
you. But he cannot train a parrot. 

"Coulter’s almost as bad as both. If I went 
into details— I am naturally a protectionist, 
because of the glass house and stones adage— 
Cashing, Madden, Coulter Jk Co. would come 
into the view of the Jockey Club and the Ameri- 
can Turf Congress. The result would be an 
official request to put their horses into my 
hands— or other hands that were competent— or 
retire for the turf’s good and the public’s finan- 
cial health.” 

T. W. Coulter, who is here for a few days be- 
fore an expedition to San Francisco, saw Mr. 
Leigh’s band of horses at Louisville. He said. 
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yesterday: "Leigh’s got a grand looking lot. 
If it was in the hands of a competent man, it 
ought to earn a lot of money in 1899. But it 
isn’t in good bands. I repeat that I fired Leigh 
for iacompetency and Pat Dunne discharged 
the man for the same lack of quality.”
